It 
has the merit of simplicity. They 
would take care of the grain 
growers-—and the grain dealer— 
who ships via the eastern route, 
and would leave everybody else to 
take care of himself. 

The Progressives from the 
prairie provinces stood from the 
first for rejecting the schedule of 
reduction offered by the railways, 
and for bringing the Crow’s Nest 
agreement again into effect. 
When it was seen that this would 
not carry they shifted ground, 
and proposed that the agreement 
be suspended in reference to ail 
commodities save one—grain 
shipped to the Lake ports. On 
this they would re-establish the 
pre-war rate by applying the com- 
pulsory terms of the agreement: 
even if to do so it was necessary 
to throw overboard both the scale 
of reductions offered by the rail- 
ways and the rates fixed by the 
agreement itself for other com- 
modities, To re-establish the pre- 


war rate on that portion of the | 


Western crop which may be most 
profitably marketed by way of the 
eastern route was apparently the 
one thing necessary from their 
viewpoint, and to attain that they 
were prepared to sacrifice every 
concession offered by the railways 
and every other concession that 
eould be forced out of them by the 
terms of the agreement. It was a 
ease of the grain-growers of Mani- 
toba and eastern Saskatchewan 
first—along with the grain deal- 
ers perhaps—and all others no- 
where. 


Just what the proposal amount: | 


ed to is worth noting. The rail- 
ways offered to cut the rates on 
grain twenty per cent., if 
agreement was suspended in_ its 
entirety, whether the grain went 
to the Lake ports or to Vancouver. 
They proposed to reduce the 
charges on lumber, forest pro 
Gects, and other kinds of building 
materials by one-sixth. They of- 
fered to cut the rate on Alberta 
coal from ten to twenty cents per 
ton according to distance. They 
offered a reduction of one-sixth in 
the rates on fertilizers, iron, and 
ores. They offered in addition a 
reduction on all these lines in the 
eastern provinces. In other words, 
the railways offered to ease off 
the burden of excessive transpor- 
tation charges everywhere and on 
basic commodities generally. 
More important than that, the sus- 
pension of the agreement would 
bring the whole freight rate ques 
tion under control of the Railway 
Commission and it would become 
the business of that body to see 
that rates on other commodities 
were readjusted into proportion 
and that rates as between one sec- 


tion of the eountry and another, 


were equalized. 

Against this the Western Pro- 
gressives demanded on! in the 
last resort that the pre-war rate 


be restored on grain shipped to 
the head of the Lakes. For that 
they were prepared to bar the 
grain growers of Alberta and 


Western Saskatchewan from the 
Pacific ports and the markets in 
the Orient.
